But the Coronation is not a mere public spectacle, nor is 
a ) it a matter which concerns the King alone; it is an imtensely solemn occasion in 
2 which the whole nation, and each individual subject of the King, is, or should 
ia be, personally concerned. The Coronation is first and foremost a spiritual and 
at any rate, but in a State like ours, ‘a constitutional monarchy,’ that responsibility 
is shared by ministers and people alike ; and the Coronation of the King is a sacramental 
act whereby one man standing for the people is consecrated in their name to the service 
_  @f Jesus Christ as Lord and Master. His people and his ministers should be behind 
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central meetings will take place in the Queen’s Hall, W., at 11 a.m., 3 p.m., and 7 p.m. 


It is thus desired and planned to precede the great day of the Coronation with homage 
to God and special intercession, on behalf of our King, Queen Mary, the Royal Family, 
and the whole Nation and Empire. 

At the Coronation Service, the blessing of God upon the Sovereign is specially 
sought by united prayer, by solemn worship, and by the administration of the Holy 
Communion. The Day of Intercession and Conference in London, and the response 
given to it throughout the Empire, will, under God, issue so that the solemn and unique 
_ Service in Westminster Abbey may be further enriched by the prayers of His Majesty's 
loyal and devoted subjects in the Metropolis and throughout the Empire. 

Already preparations and arrangements for the Day of Intercession and Conference 
on May irth are well advanced. At each of the three great meetings there will be a 
special Coronation Choir. The services of the Organist of the Royal Choral Society 
have been offered and accepted throughout the Day. The Bishop of Norwich has 
consented to prepare the special Form of Prayer and Intercession which will be in 
use at the Queen’s Hall, and will, in addition, be available printed in handy size 
for use throughout the Empire. 

Let us now consider more closely some wider aspects of the Day of Intercession 
and Conference. There is sore need of a revival of true and spiritual religion in 
our midst, and of a deepening of that fear of God and enthusiasm for righteousness 
which are the foundations of individual and national prosperity. Then, these 
aré troublous times the world over. Our King has ascended the Throne when it 
can be said, on no person in the world is a heavier burden of responsibility laid than 
upon the Sovereign of the great British Empire. He is called to the Throne at a 


time of world crisis such as none living has ever known. It can only be by God’s 


grace and in answer to continued and special prayer and supplication to God that 
he can fulfil his stupendous task. 

We should remember aleo that Holy Scripture urges us to pray for the King. St. 
Paul enjoined that prayers should be offered for “ kings and all that are in authority ”

The churches were largely forced in 
on themselves, and many evengelicals were 
driven to emigrate. It is ummecessary to 
comment on well-known cases of tion; 
it is sufficient to add that the Dictatorship 
of 1923-1930 imposed new disabilities and 
only the advent of the ablic in 1931 
brought any real liberty to non-Roman 
Christians. Those who know the conditions 
under which evangelica's have laboured in 
Spain will not be to learn that 
there are only 22,000 Spanish evangelical 
Christians in the country. There are under 
hfty ordained ministers and under a hundred 
full-time evangelists and colporteurs. The 
efforts of these workers are supported by 
the presence of over a hundred missionaries, 
mostly British in. nationality: more than 
half of these are associated with one group, 
and it is fair to remark that in the main 
Spaniards are responsible for the control and 
guidance of Spanish Protestantism. There 
are over six thousand full members in the 
churches, and up till recently, there were 
nearly seven-and-a-half thousand children 
in evangelical schools.
